ARE WELL MATURED 


LITTLE CHANCE THAT HEAVY 
- FROSTS CAN INJURE THEM. 


Reports From All Parts of the State In- 


dicate That the Yield of Corn Will 
Be Large and the Quality Good— 
Threshing 
Nearly 
Completed—A 


Good Tobacco Crop. 


The last weather and crop bulletin of 


the season was issued today. 
It says: 


There was quite a wide variation in 


temperature during the week, the warm 
weather which prevailed generally until 
toward the end being followed Saturday 
night by a decided fall in temperature, 
amounting almost to a cold wave. Heavy 
frost occurred in the northern and cen- 
tral portions of the state on Sunday and 
Monday mornings, and light frosts in 
exposed localities in the southern sec^- 
tion. Very little damage was done, how 
ever, as nearly all crops were fully 
matured. 
s 


The early part of the week was stormy 


although the rainfall was not excessive, 
except in a few localities. The tropical 
atorm which did much damage along 
the Texas coast crossed Wisconsin on 
the llth, causing high winds and general 
rains. The rains were generally heavi- 
est in the northern and central counties 
and did some damage to grain, which 
had been blown down. Threshing and 
fall seeding were interfered with to some 
extent. In a few localities the soil is too 
dry for plowing, but generally there is 
ample moisture for present noeds. 


Practically the entire corn crop was 


matured before the frosts of Saturday, 
find Sunday nights. - A very targe por- 
tion of the crop has been cut, and with 
good weather the remainder will be in 
.the shock this week. Reports from all 
parts of the state indicate that 
the 


yield will be large and the quality good. 
Some husking has been done. 


Threshing is nearly 
completed in 


most sections. The wet weather dam- 
aged (gj^in in shock and stack vary ma- 
terially and the yield if generally light 
and the quality somewhat inferior. 


Second crop clover is ripe and mostly 


cut. 
The yield of seed is good. 


Tobacco is. practically all se ured and 


is curing out very nicely, withnexcellenjt 
color. The crop is large and the qua! 
ity good. 


Buckwheat is fully matured and the 


greater portion harvested. Ths yield is 
good. 


Potatoes are being dug. In some lo 


calities the crop has been badly damaged 
by blight, and complaints of rotting still 
continue. 
Generally the yield will be 


fair. 


Favorable conditions prevailed dur- 


ing the week and the gatherirg of the 
cranberry crop will be pushed- Keports 
thus far indicate that the yield will be 
less than last year.

Cuba was introduced during Buchan- 
an's term by Senator Slldell, but failed 
of ticioptiou.

dents favor tho annexation of Cuba, 
but an effort was made by President

whenever attempts were made to move 
them by the limbs they were so de- 
composed that the members tear from 
the trunk under the weight 
of the 


body. 


The weather is very hot, many horses 


being snnstruck, 
but there 
are no 


deaths of human beings. Carpenters 
and skilled mechanics from the out- 
side are arriving in large numbers and 
are all engaged in repairing damaged 
houses. 


It is proable that extreme measures 


will have to be resorted to to keep the 
negroes from imposing on the relief 
committee. All negroes that have been 
found with more, food than they are 
entitled to have been severely pun- 
ished. 
Hereafter separate relief de- 


pots are to be provided for the dif- 
ferent races. 
This is made necessary 


by the blacks continually crowding out 
the whites. 


There is sufficient food and clothing 


arriving to prevent suffering, but from 
10,000 to 15,000 persons are destitute. 
Nearly all the business houses that did 
have their buildings wrecked have re- 
sumed.

newspaper men who arrived today the 
damage is underestimated.
